Several nentlemen manle reinarkB 
touching the resolution and nth-red sun- 
dry and divers sunnestions and amend- 
ments. Hon. K. A. ('oehran said he was 
in favor of any movemont that looked 
toward the speedy completion of the 
road, and was ready, willing and anxious 
to render any assistance in his power to 
promote the beBt interests of an under- 
taking which would be such a benefit to 
the city and county as would this rail- 
road. However, in preference to the ap- 
pointment of such a committee as was 
contemplated in the foregoing resolution, 
he favored the appointment, as the luw 
provides for in such esses, of a commis- 
sion of three citizens of the county, who 
should assess the damages arising from 
the passing of the railroad through the 
property of citizens of the county. He 
was of the opinion that the desired right 
of way could be thus acquired sooner 
and with less attendant dilliculties than 
in any other way. 

Mr. Childs said that Mr. Huntington 
did not desire that anything of the kind 
proposed by Mr. Cochran should be done; 
that he wanted the people to grant volun- 
tarily and on reasonable terms the right 
of way in consideration of tho benefit 
that the county would derive from the 
building of the road; that hu did not 
want to pursue an arbitrary course or 
antagonize tho people by plunging into 
litigation. 

Mr. Wi W. Ball proposed that a meet- 
ing of property owners through whose 
property the road would run be called, 
that a rousing, enthusiastic railroad 
apeoch be made, that somo one compe- 
tent to do so should clearly explain that 
any immediate damage to property would 
be more than counterbalanced by the 
advantage the railroad would be to
